Trials and Tribulations of |

to Leave Wrinkles.

NEW YORK, July 24.—Jonathan 
T. Meeker, 72-year-old alimony 
dodger, enjoyed one long laugh 
yesterday at the expense of his 
wife, the New Jersey courts and 
the world in general. 

The man who spent three years 
in Middlesex County jail in New 
Brunswick, N. J., because he re- 
fused to pay his wife alimony, 
emerged from prison with a broad 
smile on his face that expanded 
until it became a loud laugh. 

“So she thought she put one over 
on me, did she?” he exclaimed. 
“So the courts tried to make me 
suffer, did they? Well, the laugh’s 
on them. I've never spent such 
a happy time as I did for the last 
‘three years, and what's more im- 


| portant, I never have and I never 
will pay that alimony.” 
Feels He Is the Victor. 

Meeker, whose appearance, talk 
and actions belie his name, was 
referring to 33 years of divorce 
litigation in which he, his wife, 
several Judges and a good many 
lawyers featured. He was locked 
up in Middlesex County jail three 
years ago, following his failure to 
pay $12 a week’ to his wife. Re- 
cently the County Solicitor con- 
cluded Meeker never would pay in 
jail, although it is believed he has 
some money, and he told the court 
the county no longer desired to 
support him. ' 

As a result, Meeker came out of 
jail yesterday with assurance he 
doesn’t have to pay the alimony 
and that the 33 years’ litigation is 
over. He feels he is the victor. 

“The end,” he said, “justified 
the means. I was determined not 
to pay that alimony. I tried to 
divorce my wife and failed. Then 
‘the courts turn around and give 
her alimony. I had my choice of 
either doing that or going to jail.” 

He pauseil to look at the fal), 
shrugged his shoulders and 
laughed. 

Had a Fine Time in Jail. 

“Say,”’ Ke added, “it was great 
in there. I had a fine time; had 
soft jobs; they treated me like a 
star boarder, and I had all the 


freedom I wanted—more freedcm, 
1 should say, than IF would have 
as a married man. I could go any 
place I wanted to.” 

Meeker is a tall, heavily-bullt 
man, who, in spite of his age, is 
erect. and formidable in appsar- 
ance. He weighs 250 pounds and 
his hair is white only in spots. 
Trials and tribulations of 33 vears 
of wrangling with his wife in the 
courtrooms of New Jersey have 
failed to leave any deep wrinkles 
‘in his forehead except those right- 
fully belonging to age. 

“You see.”’ he said, “I never 
worry. No wife or Judge or any- 
body else is going to make me wor- 
ry. That's why I didn’t worry 
when they told me I'd have to go 
to jail if I didn’t pay alimony. 
Well, I knew I wasn’t a criminal, 
didn’t I? They couldn't fool me 
on that question. {t was merely a 
matter of trying to make me give 
in.”’ 

Meeker’s plans for the future are 
indefinite. One thing he is sure of 
—there'll be no more domestic life

Pontiff Talks With French, from the blood-and-thunder viewpoint. Throughout the United States 


Germans and Poles in 
Their Native Tongues; 
Often Delivers Addresses

ROME, Italy, June 15.—‘“If you 
continue to work as hard as you 
fo,.”’ a Cardinal is reported to have 
said to the Pope recently, ‘“‘we shall 
soon have a new conclave.” 

“What difference floes that make 
to me?” the Pope is reported to 
have replied. “I should not be 
there.”’ P 

Whether authentic or not, that 
bit of conyersation reflects what 
must be the feeling of Pius XI to- 
ward his work in this holy year. It 
is said in Rome that the dally la- 
bors, physical and mental, of the 
present pontiff would kill an or- 
dinary man, Every day for months 
past this sturdy old mountain 
climber has received thousands of 
pilgrims in audience—on one day 
no fewer than 12,000. On nearly 
all these occdsions he gives to each 
of the pilgrims his hand, for the 
kissing of the pontifical ring; on 
each individually he bestows his 
blessing gnd a jubilee medal to 
commemorate the holy year. For 
an instdnt the attention of his calm 
eyes seems wholly centered upon 
the shoemakér or the farmer's wife 
who is kneeling before him. [Fre- 
quently he exchanges a,few words 
of conversation with a pilgrim and 
gives a message of blessing an@ en- 
couragement to the society or com- 
munity the pilgrim represents. 
Addresses in Several Languages. 

Frequently at the end of the au- 
dience—almost invariably if the 
group be large—the Pope delivers 
an extemporaneous address, some 
of them of 20 minutes or half an 
hour.in duration. To the German 
pilgrims he invariably speaks in 
German—his words carefully 
chosep and deliberately uttered, so 
that he needs neither hesitate nor 
correct himself: To the French 
he speaks in French. For the Poles 
he has many phrases in Polish, 
learned during his years as nuncio 
in Warsaw. For the English and 
American pilgrims he always has a 
few gracious words in their native 
tongue. 

Approximately 10,000 detached 
and organized pilgrims from the 
United States have been received 
since early spring. The total for 
all English-speaking countries is 
about 20,000. With the exception 
of Cardinal Hayes of New York, 
who is expected in the early fall, 
all the American Cardinals have 
been here and about a third of the 
American Bishops. 

Soon after 7 o'clock every morn- 
ing, the Pontiff is celebrating mass 
in his private chapel. or in one of 
the numerous halls of the Vatican, 
the m being attended by as 
many pilgrims as can be crowded 
in. On rare occasions the Pope has 
said mass in St. Peter’s at the early 
hour and the attendance has va- 
ried from 20,000 to 30,000. These 
masses are wholly for the benefit 
of pilgrims and are éntirely apart 
from the p&pal mass at canoniza- 
tion ceremonies. After the mass the 
Pope addresses the pilgrims and 
then retires to his apartment for 
coffee. 

Next Come the Audiences. 

By 9 o'clock or soon after begin 
the audiences. Daily the Pope con- 
fers for nearly an hour with his 
Secretary of State, Cardinal Gas- 
parri, or with the tIatter’s under- 
secretary, Mgr. Pizzardo. Each 
prefect of the various congrega- 
tlons—equivalent to ministers in 
a civil state——-hag his hour of audi- 
ence, usually at least onee a week. 
Thereafter come’ private confer- 
ences with the Cardinals, with vis- 
iting Archbishops and _ Bishops, 
with patriarchs of nuncios home 
to report, and occasionally with a 
distinguished layman. The official 
Vatican newspaper, the Osserva- 
tore Romano, frequently mentions 
as many as 20 of these individual 
audiences in a day. 

Twelve thirty is a usual hour fcr 
public audiences, although one is 
often slipped in early in the morn- 


ing. Eight or ten adjoining halls’ 


of the Vatican may be seen filled 
with pilgrims awaiting the Pope's 
arrival. These cerempnies are 
usually not finished until 2 o'clock. 
After lunch, rain or shine, the Pope 
takes a walk in the Vatican gar- 
den. during which all thought of 
werk ia strictly barred. ' 
Works Till After Midnight. 

The hours from 65 to 8 o'clock 
are generally filled with more audi- 
ences, nearly always including, ia 
these months, one or more pilgrim-

The next,bank raid attributed to 
the gang opened new territory. By 
this time the band had two more 
recruits, Robert Younger, 20 years 
old, and Bill Chadwell, whose real 
name was William Stiles. Until we 
are ready to dispose of his bulleted 
Kody in Minnesota, in the memo- 
rape centennial year of 1876, we 
shall call him Chadwell.

Sir: Suppose that, as a result of a war 
a century or so ago, Germany had taken 
possession of St. Louis County. Suppgee 
the Germans administered ht with a govern- 
ment of their own, with a police force that 
was rather too\quick on the trigger where 
American residents were concerned How 
do you suppose we other Americans would 
feel about it? Well, that is the way the 
Chinese feel About the foreign “concessions” 
in various parts of their country. ‘What 
should we think of them if they failed to 
resent the control of patches of their coun- 
try by foreign nations? 

Isn't it about time that we gave up think- 
ing of the Chinese, who were civilized when 
our ancestors were roaming the forests of 
northern Europe, as savages or barbarians?” 
A few weeks ago I had the honor of being 
under the roof of the oldest homestead in 
the world—a house that makes Europe's 
most ancient castie seem like a thing of 
yesterday. In it lives a family that has 
a@weit on that spot as an organized social 
unit—-every member recorded and account- 
ed for from that day to this—for over 2590 
years. When the Greeks were fighting at 
Marathon, the Kungs—cultivated gentlemen 
and ladies—were living in their house at 
(hufoo just as they do today. To that fam- 
ily belonged China's great sage, Kung Fu 
Tae, called by Westerners Confucius. and he 
sieeps behind a simple gravestone in a 
walled cemetery larger than a city. wholly 
filled with@his descendants. The present 
head of the Confucian clan is a hoy of 6— 
as fine a little fellow as any Prince or any 
commoner in Europe or America, and with 
a pedigree that makes them a!! seem like 
upstarts. 

The Kungs are the most conspicuous 
great family in China, but there are hun- 
dreds of others, dwelling quietiy on lands 
that have been theirs since before the 
Christian era—family groups of cultured. 
artistic men and women, full of fine feel- 
ing. just pride and native abijity. 

Is it not about time that the Western na- 
tions turned over China to her own peopl>? 
Thank God, we Americans have never held 
an acre of Chinese land. When the British, 
and the French. and the Italians. and the 
Japanese can say the same, they may be in 
a position to advise China—not before. 

You may guess that I have been talking 
with ghe Chinese a little of late. How I 
wish that everyone who reads this could 
have talked with them also! They are good 
folke to talk to—good mixers, with a flae 
sense of humor and a just estimate of peo- 
ple and things. And you can learn more — 
far more—from them than you can teach 
them.
